ROUND FOR LAGUAYARA. 

An ItalliLii JIan-of-War On Its Way to Demand 
iin Apology and Indemnity. 

Cakaoas, Venezula, Jan. 10. — It is 
rumored in Caracas that an Italian man-of 
war is bound for Laguayara to demand an 

indemnity of $,'iOO,000 for the unprovoked 
attack upon tho family of an Italian mor- 
ohant in the state of Los Andes, on the bor- 
ders of Colombia. The state ofiioials de- 
manded $5,000 from the merchant, who, 
upon refusing, was treated in a moat brutal 
and inhuman manner; his house was forcibly 
entered by soldiers, ond after being stripped 
of everything portable, the owner waa 
beaten and gagged, while his wife and two 
daughters were assaulted before his eyes. 
Tho Italian minister inveatig&tod the affair 
and promptly demanded indemnity, an 
apology and the punishment of the offend- 
ers. Though tho authorities at Caracas 
have done their utmost to get hold of the 
guilty parties, Creepoven having removed 
the Preaideut of the state for his indiffer- 
ence in the matter, tho problem ia no nearer 
of solution than it waa two months ago, and 
tho Italians have becoiiie disgusted. Ever 
since tho laat revolution there has been moro 
or lees discontent in tho state of Los Andes, 
and it would not bo a surprise to tho Gov- 
ernment if there should be another out- 
break there at any time. Indeed, the first 
news of the prospeotive revolution within 
the borders of Venezuela will doubtless come 
from Los Andes. 



LOfieSHOBE&IEN'S STKIKS!: 

What Is Being Done to Enforce the Reduction 
; of Wages Being Paid. 

■ i- — 

SBATTp^.i^an. 17. — The new feature of 
the loolc-bai) of the longshoremen by the Pa- 
cifio Coast Steamship Company is that the 
out in wages and other oonditions announced 
by this company are also to be enforced in 
the loading of coal ships at the Oregon Im- 
provement Company's bunkers. The ships 
Ivanboe and Spartan and bark Ger- 
mania are oarrying coal for the 
Blaok Diamond Company, and in 
addition to these the only ones run- 
ning hero are the ships Kennebec, 
Columbia and Commodore. The Blaok 
Diamond ahips will pay but 10 cents an hour 
horoaftor. Capt. Hanson, of tho Columbia, 
now loading at the bunkers, said yesterday 
that he should uao his own crew, and in case 
ho wanted more men could pay but 40 cents 
on hour. They could not afford to pay more 
and carry coa! to San Franciaco at §1.80 per 
ton. It is known that Capt. Sawyer, of the 
Kennebec, will pay but 40 cents, and as this 
ship and the Commodore aro owned by the 
aanio men there is no doubt but that tho 
Bhipa will all fall in lino. Whether the 
reduction will be enforced by other firms 
along the water front ia not yet known, as 
thoy are non-committal. 

SERIOUS EXPLOSION. 

Dynamite Catuef Death and Disaster on 
Board a Ship From Bio Janeiro 
Entering Bordeaux. 

Bordeaux, Jan. 17. — The French steamer 
Equateur, Captain Moreau, from Rio 
Janeiro for this port, arrived at Pauillao 
this morning. As sho steamed slowly up 
tho river this afternoon tlie olllcers ontored 
tho safe room with tho object of removing 
valuable postal parcela, when a violent c-s- 
plosion occurred, shaking the veaael through- 
out. The safe room, adjacent oook'a gal- 
ley and stewards' cab!?! were ail shattered. 
The galley bulkhead and the thick iron 
plates of the lower deck were bent and 
broken. Two sailors were killed outright, 
one had bis face shattered so badly that he 
cannot live and another was less seriously 
injured. The plate Riass la the port holes 
for a long distance from the safe room was 
amaahed to atoms. The commissary of tho 
port of Hordeauz opened an inquiry. The 
consensus of opinion is that the dynamite 
exploded tho moment ono of the men killed 
lifted a package of ostrich foathers, quan- 
tities of which were scattered in the vicinity, 
and other paokaties were rent open. Tho 
wrecked galley waa nearly hidden by ostrich 
plumes, 



OPBNINIt OKLAHOMA. 

A U. S. Oilteor Aeqalttod of Charges in Con- 
ucetlon With Olsposltlon of Lands. 

WASlll.s'r.TON, Jan. 17. — The acquittal of 
Captan Daniel F, Stilea, a retired army 
officer, of tho ohargca made ogalrjat him in 
connection with tho opening up ot tho Okla- 
homa Territory, has been approved by the 
Assistant Secretary of War, Capt. Stilos 
had charge of tho troops sent to preserve 
order at the opening, and last fall, after ho 
had been placed on the retired' list, charges 
wero matie by tho citizens of Oklahoma 
that ho had allowed friends to socuro good 
sites and had obtained the bonciit of 
the disposition of Government property 
when the troops were withdrawn through 
oonnivanoe with an auoUoneer. The court 
mefe'at Vort Beno, Oklaboma, and acquitted 
Capt. Stiles. Tho Captain was oonneoted 
with a banking instiltntlon in Oklahoma, 
where ho resides.

STATE OF SIEGE. 

Carrara Uarble Workers Strlke-^The OOiclil 
Decree— Bnsinegs Paralyzed. 

Bomb, Jan. 17. — The decree proclaiming 
the state of siege in Carrara and Massadi 
Carrara said : '* The movement, while non- 
political, is directed against society. Ita 

aim ia the disaolution of tho Italian nation, 
the injury ot property and tho deatruction 
of familj life." The relation of the Carrara 
movement to that in Sicily ia only euggeatod 
by tho language of tho decree. General 
Hulch, commauder-in-chicf of the diatrict, 
publiahed this evening a manifeato in which 
ho Bttid : " I shall watch rigorously oyer 
the destinies of tho hard-working populace 
who have been disturbed by the miaconduct 
of a fow head-strong and mieguided men." 
General Hulch appeals to'i he citizena to co- 
operate with him in hia elfortB to preaorve 
order. All the quarrymen at Carrara struck 
thia afternoon, and there is a proapect that 
all the marblecuttiug trades will bo par- 
alyzed. 

Tho day paaaed without a diaturbanco in 
Carrara. The atreula wero deserted and a 
heavy and steady rain kept most persona in 
doors throughout tho diatrict and caused a 
suspension of Anarchist activity. The 
troops have continued, despite tho atorm, 
to pursue tho banda of Anarcliista who have 
(led from the city. In one house about 
eighty men wero^rreated this morning. 
They all were revolutionists who had gone 
from Carrara and Massa to hide from the 
police.

ILaliaii Claims for Damages Agixiust 
the Government— The "Aquida- 
bau's" Movements. 

Rio Janeiro, Jan. 17. — On Tuesday 
evening the insurgent troops occupied 
positions in readiness to engoge the Nic- 
theroy early thia morning, A hot en- 
counter was begun at daybreak at oloso 
quarters, Eventually the ships were re- 
pulsed with heavy loss, 

London, Jan. 17. — Piexoto'a fleet is re- 
ported to have left Pernambuco for Rio. 
The iuaurgents have received freah pro- 
visions and now have large supplioa. The 
insurgent vessels are blockading Santos. 
The clergy generally are said to favor the 
insurgents. 

A dispatch from Buenos Ayres, dated 
yesterday, says advices from Rio have 
reached there showing that rumors are cur- 
rent in the Brazilian capital that many 
members of tho national guard wero desert- 
ing and going over to the inaurgents. 
Several poraons, including a number of 
Italians, have been killed by shells fired 
from the insurgent guna into tho middle of 
tho city. The friends of the Italians have 
demanded indemnity. Tho Government 
has informed tho foreign residents that it 
will not accept any liability. The Govern- 
ment forces aro bombarding tho inaurgent 
atorehousea on Euchadna island.

Fatal ttalltvaj' Caaually. 

Fairview, N.J., Jan. 17. — A construc- 
tion train on tho Northern railway, of New 
Jersey, went through a temporary trestlo 
near this place this morning, falling on a 
number of Italians who were working 
underneath. It killed two and nearly all 
tho others were injured. 

Saear Blilpped Round the norn. 
San Francisco, Jan. 17. — The Spreckels 
Sugar company has signed a contract with 
the Rosenfeld line to ship about 50,000 tons 
of raw sugar henoe to Now York, via Capo 
Horn, during tho ensuing year, at the rate 
of §2.50 per ton. The ship J. D. Rice, 
which leaves in a few days, will take the 
first shipment of about 800 tons. It is 
stated that high raihroad rates have caused 
this new departure. 

All ninnhN— Ho Prizes. 
Chicago, Jan. 17. — A further hearing 
was heard to-day before Justice Foster in 
the case of I. Zeissler, manager of the Aus- 
trian Bond Company, who is charged under 
the state laws with fraud and false pre- 
tences. A police investigation has developed 
the fact that between 1,000 and 2,000 resi- 
dents of the oity, a majority of them Ger- 
man, have been duped. The aggregate re- 
ceipts of the concern were over §2,000 a 
month, and although lottery drawings were 
supposed to occur regularly, nobody can be 
found who ever received a prize. Many 
people in other states are also said to have 
been duped. 

Loyal Anicrlcnna, 
Chicaoo, Jan. 17. — Inquiry at all tho 
principal hotels has failed to corroborate 
the statement made by the projeotors of the 
new semi-military organization known as 
the Ancient Order of Loyal Americans to 
the efiEeot that it was brought into exist- 
ence at a ooflference of delegates from thirty- 
seven states held in this oity a few weekS' 
ago. The Palmer 'house was named as the 
hotel in which the convention was held, bub 
tho management of that house states expli- 
citly that no meeting or conference of the 
kind has taken place there, and none of tho 
alleged promoters figure on the register. It 
ia now given out that a delay has been 
found necessary, and that the organization 
will not be formally launched until the end. 
of January or the beginning of next month. 

Arnicniiiiis in Turkey. 

Wasminoton, Jan. 17.— Tho State de- 
partment has not yet received the vigorous 
protest adopted by tho Armenian residents- 
of Chicago concorniug the arrest and im- 
prisonment in Turkey of Artin Keragian, a 
naturalized citizen of tho United States, 
who ia visiting hia native country, and 
knows nothing about tho case boyond the 
press dispatches upon the subject.

Tacoma, Jan, 16.— Ezra Meeker is in 
London, England, having spent tho holi- 
days in Paris. Ho bus been very successful 
in selling Waahington and Pacific Coast 
liopa. Tho average price at which Mr. 
Meeker is said to have disposed of hia hops 
waa tiftcen cents. Ho sold a greater quan- 
tity than over before, and it ia expected 
lliat ho will invest a larger amount than 
usdal in hop culture next year.

The Uuit«l States Calliug for Teiuler 
top Fifty Million Five 
Per Cents. 



Secretary Carlisle Forced to Do Some 
tliiue to Believe the Treas- 
ury Strain. 



Wasiiinotok, Jan, 17.— Seoretaiy Car 
lislo has just issued, by virtue of the au 
thority contaiuod in the act entitled " An 

^ act to provide for the resumption of apeoie,' 
approved January H, 187"), a circular ank- 
ing for oilers by public aubecription of an 
iaaae of bonda of the United States to tbo 
Bmoant of $30,000,000, In either rogiaterod 
or coupoh fern), in denomiDations of ^30 
or upwards, redeemable in coin at the 
pleuBurc of the Government after ten years 
from the date of their issue and bearing 
interest payable quarterly in coin 
at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum. Pro 
poaala for the whole or any purL of those 
bonds will be received at the Treasury do 
purtniont nffico of the Socretury until 12 
o'clock noon on February 1, 1894. 

-^11 proposals must bo addressed to the Sec- 
retary of the Trei'.aury, Wttshington, U C., 
and should be distinctly marked "Proposals 
for aubacription to live per cent, bonds." 

Copies ot the circular will bo mailed to- 
morrow to all sub treasurers. Tho action of 
Secretary Carlisle in announcing a bond issue 
was not generally known, even in lha Treasury 
circles when tho department closed to-day 
Among the ollioiala who wore cogni/.int of 
the secretary's intention tho opinion was e.'c- 
preased that lie acted none too soon, as tho 
treasury gold is rapidly on tho decline. Tho 
loss to- day was S.'i(]'2,0U0, and since the first 
of the month tho gold balance has 
declined from 5SO,S91,000 to 570, OIM,- 
915, with the present irdioiitions that 
It will fall below §70,000,000 
morrow. The bonds are to bo purchased 
for gold only. The Treasury gold will thus 
be built up to tho extent of the bond ianue. 
Ibia, however, it is anticipated may only 
give temporary relief. Gold may be paid 
into tho Treasury for bonds one day and tho 
very next day the aaine gold may be with- 
drawn by presenting legal tender notes or 
coin certificates for redemption. The effect 
of the bond issue, however, will bo to givo 
the Treasury onore money — whether gold or 
currency is immaterial — and ease up the 
Governnieet fdnanoea at least for the present. 

IMPROVED OUTLOOK. 

General Itellef That the Tide Uhs Begun to 
Turn In a Fiivorablc Direction. 

]Sew Yokk, Jan. 17. — Throughout tho 
country there are indications without num- 
ber of an improvement in the general out- 
look, and it is the opinion of many close 
BtiidentB of financial and oommeroial condi- 
tions thaA bnainesa baa reached its low ebb, 
and that the tide haa began to turn. Tho 
number of manufaotaring establishments 
that have resumed operations during the 
present week foots up more than double the 
total for any week since the beginning of 
December, and, while in a good many cases 
the reanmption has been attended by a re 
duotibn of wages, yet the faot that the out 
look is sufiSoiently fair to warrant a re-open- 
iag at all is regarded aa an excellent sign, 
Still another indication is to be found in the 
renewed activity of the real estate market 
in many of the leading cities. This 
especially true of Chicago, where some of 
the leading real estate men say that they 
arc doing twice the buaincna that thoy did a 
year ago. In Milwaukee also a heavy trans 
action roijorded within a few days estab 
liahea ,;ho highest price ever reached for 
real eatate in tho Cream City. On SVall 
street there ia a more buoyant feeling than 
for several months, and the railroads report 
an increased movement of freight and 
heavier papsenger traflio. Altogether the 
conditions are decidedly encouraging. 

St. Lot;i.s, Jan. 17- — General satisfaction 
ia cxpreBrsd in commerci-il cIrcleB over the 
report of the State Libor Commiaaioner on 
his canvaaa of the factories of the State, 
which haa just been completed. The re- 
turns BO far as St. Louis is concerned show 
that in ^tho face of tlie general cry of men out 

ployment for a larger number of men than 
when tho census was taken in 1890. Tak- 
ing four staple manufactories aa a type, it is 
shown that tho tobacco and cigar hands 
have increased from 3,908 to 4,7ijS. tho 
furniture and cabinet-makers from 2,870 to 
3,200, and tho shoemakers and repairers 
from 3,347 to 3.800. The percentage of in- 
creaae varies from 20 to 35 per cent. 'J'he 
return waa the result of personal investig k- 
tion and not of a onnvasa through the mails. 

STBAINED KISLATIONS. 

French Ufllclala Scont ihn Idea of Trouble 
With Englana-Vallhiut's 
Daughter, 

Pari.s, Jan. 17. — Amoog the interpella- 
tions of which notico has been given in the 
Chamber of Deputies, ia one by M. Look- 
roy concerning tbo condition of the navy 

and the basis of the scare started by Cltm- 
enceau in Li Justice. M. Clevis Huges, 
Socialist deputy, will (juestiou tho CJovcrn- 
ment as to the liouso Buaruhea and tho ar- 
rests m.kdo uiidiir tho new uuti- Anarchiat 
Iowa. Adolph Turell will ask what the 
miniators intend doing to remedy the agri- 
cultural diatresa in the wine and corn dis- 
tricts. 

Vailijijt'd mialreaa, Mario Chat, deceived 
tho leportora yesterday when she said that 
his duuijhter Sidonie was to stay with 
Anarchist Martin. No contest for the cus- 
tody of tho child has been made by the 
Mario Chat woman, and it is certain that 
the Anarohista had no special interest in 
her welfare. Arrangements for her future 
were made by Vaillaut through hia lawyer, 
M. Ijabnrio. Hiotz, a cabinetmukcr, with 
whom Vuillant worked for three yeara, 
agreed to adopt, educate and in every way 
provide for the girl until she should marry. 
If the Duohess d'Uzes should still wish to 
give the child money it would be left to ao- 
ouraulate for a marriage dowry. Hietz de- 
cided to forbid absolutely that Marie Chat, 
or any other person of doubtful character, 
should huvB aooeaa to the child, and Vail. 
lant agreed to this. An arrangement was 
concluded ou Sunday evening. Two hours 
later Mario Chat took Sidonio to Martin's 
dwelling. Yesterday morning sho and the 
child left tho city hy the Garo de Lyons. 
They have been traced to a spot in tho 
suburbs but no further. Two hours after 
Mario Glial took away tho girl tho police 
arrested Mai tin. That tho woiii:ni waa act;- 
ing for somebody outside tho circle of Paria 
Anurohiata ia regarded as certain. 

Tho Government newspaper organs ignore 
the rumors of strained relations between 
France and England owing to tho disorder 
in Madagascar. Officials aoout tho story 
ftbout 10,000 troops marching from Taniu- 



tavo, the Malagasy seaport, to Antanana- 
rivo, the capital. .The otficiala believe that 
Kngliah agents are stirring np tho natives 
to revolt agiinst Fronch influence. Th<re 
is no diplomatio difference between Fronoe 
and England as regards Madagascar, nor is 
any rupture with tho Malagasy expected by 
French ata'e.imen. 

Deputy Reinock'a bill to abolish public 
executions provides that ihe execution shall 
take place within- the prison twenty.four 
houra after the diamisaal of the prisoner's 
appeal, and thit only seven Government 
ofhcials and the prison authorities shaU be 
present. 

TURKISH SECllETS EXPOSED. 

Destruction of the Great Mobcjuo of Uninas- 
cuB by Fire— Its History. 

Washington Citv, Jan. 17.— Private let- 
ters received this week from American 
travelers in Aaia, whose names formerly 

stood out prominently in otTuial and diplo- 
matic cirolea in Washington, iiuiko iucntion 
of tho curious fact that tbo Turkish authori- 
tiea seam to have suppressed all extended 
mention of the destruction of one of the 
most noted edifices in Europe, tho great 
mosquo of Uamaaous. Though that event 
occured many weeks ago, no particulars 
have been given, though tho destruction of 
property in connection with the burning of 
the moequo must havo been great. Tho fire 
removed one of the most noted buildings in 
the world, whoso sito ia tho centre of asao- 
ciutions extending back into the mists of 
antiquity, and which was one of tho prin- 
cipal points of interest in a city full of 
historical attractions. The great mosquo 
stood near the castle oocttpying a quadrangle 
163 yar^B long by 100 wide. 

At the north aide waa an open court sur- 
rounded by cloiatera reating on pillars of 
granite, marble and limeatone. The mosquo 
itaelf extended along the whole aouthern 
side and its interior dimensions were 431 by 
125 feet. In the centre was a dome resting 
on four massive piers. Underneath was a 
cave, in which the head of John the Uaptiat 
was said to bo preserved in a golden casket. 
Tho mosque had three minarets, one of 
which was 250 feet high and upon it accord- 
ing to Moslem traditions, Jesus was to have 
descended on tho day of judgment. Around 
tho mosquo were traces of a court I.ICO feet 
long by SOO feet wide, encompaeaed by 
colonnades aimilor to thoao of the temple of 
Herod, in Jerusalem, and the temple of the 
aun at Palmyra, 

Tho authorities have thought it highly 
probable that this waa the site of tho tem- 
ple of RimmoD, and that it became in after 
time tho seat of worship of Jupiter. In tho 
fourth century it was converted into a 
church and dedicatod|to John tho Baptist 
and in the beginning of the eighth century 
it was seized by the followers of Mahomet. 

AttAlNST FREE TRADE. 

Two Hundred Wool Growers Meet and Object 
to the WlUou Tariif Bill. 

Cannonsbdro, Pa., Jan. 17.— Two hun- 
dred wool growers from Washington and 
Greene counties, Pennsylvania, and Harri- 
son county, Ohio, representing tho National 
Delaine Merino Sheep Breeders' Asaooia- 
tion met in annual convention this morn- 
ing, and, with one exception, voted a(;aiast 
the passage of the Wilson tariff bill. Tho 
one Democrat was John B. MoBride, who 
asserted that free wool meant higher wool. 
He waa harrassed by ridionling questions by 
the others, and sat doWD,.8tiU maintaining 
his declaration, amidst protestations. Gen. 
oral James S. MoNary, a former president, 
said it was like attending s funeral, for tbo 
wool growers to meet, in the face of the ex- 
isting depression. The industry was suffer- 
ing from a nervous prostration brought on 
hy noxiona free trade antidotes, which were 
likely to prove the death of it if the treat- 
ment were persisted in. In these claims he 
was backed up by a dozen speakers, who 
said they voiced the sentiments of nine out 
of every ten wool growers in the country. 
At an executive aeasion a long series ot reao- 
lutiona were passed, embodying the protests 
made by the speakers against free wool. 

HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 

Continuation of the Inquiry by the V. 9, 
Senate Commlteee on ForelKU Belatlons. 

Wasiiinoto.s', Jan. 17. — The Senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations inve8ti);aiing 
Hawaiian affairs resumed work this morn- 
ing, the only witneaa being LieutCom- 
mander Swinburne. Swinburne detailed 
events attending the revolution. Ho com- 
manded the trnopa landed on the lUdi and 
remained ashore during the exciting days 
which followed. All events attending tho 
establishment of tho Provisional Govern- 
ment and the participation therein of tho 
United States were given in detail, His 
recital was very interesting and corrobor- 
ated much that had been told the comiidtteo 
liy previous witnesses who were at Hono- 
luhi at the time. Commandi-r Swint)urno 
staled tho total number under hii couiinnnd 
wus l.'j'l, not inoludirg 11 ct'ijcrs. \V';en 
Swinburne finished his tcatimony ihu mil 
committee met in regular session during 
which tho Hawaiian affnira in general were 
considered and tho work of the 8ub-com- 
mittce discussed. 



THE OMLADINAS. 

Trial of the Prisoners is Begun at f raguc, 
Bohemia. 

LoNDov, Jan. 17.— The trial of seventy 
prisoners charged with being members of 

tho Omladina, a revolutioniiry society or- 
ganized by Uudolpli M'rva, who was as- 
auasinated a ahort time ago by some of his 
asaociates as a result of tho discovery that 
he waa a spy in tho employ of the i}o!ice, 
commonoea to-day at Prague, Bohemia. 
The government attorneys will conduct the 
proaccution, and a strong array of ciunsel 
for tho defense will he headed by Dr. .Joseph 
Heruld, who io tliu k-udcr of l.liu Voung 
C/.:;chn in the parliamentary party. Tho 
evidence against tho prisoners is strong and 
it ia thought that the conviction of a major- 
ity of them is certain.

THE PROVINCIAL LEUISLATURE. 

The Provinoial Legislature meets to-day. 
It is not a very larqe or a very august body, 
but tho work it has to do ia of great ini- 
portance to the people of this provinuo, and 
ifc is to their interest that it be done well. 
We have no sympathy with those who 
thiok, or afiTeot to think, very little of local 
j;iolittos. When it is considered that the 
manner in which tho Provincial Legislature 
does its work really affeata tho in. 
habitants more oloaely than the do- 
ings of much more pretentious letcis- 
lative bodies, it must be seen that those 
who believe that what it does and refrains 
from doing is of very little consequence to 
them, have not thought sufficiently over 
the matter or are, perhapa, for want of in- 
formation or ability, not capable of think- 
ing. 

There can be no doubt that the men who 
are entrusted with the management of the 
affairs of the Province have it in their 

power to do a great deal to promote 
its welfare or to retard its progress. 
By adopting; an enlightened policy 
with regard to opening up the country by 
means of explorations and surveys, and by 
giving judicious assistance to railways and 
highways, they can aid very materially in 
the development of its resources. There 
aro, in faat, a hundred ways Ijy which tho 
legislators, who are to assemble to-day, can 
increase the comfort and promote the in- 
terests of every industrious and en- 
terprising inhabitant of the Province, 
They, therefore, who take a live- 
ly interest in the proceedings of 
■our little Parliament, do what ia best for 
their own intc'-??^'. ft r it is important that 
they should know who are the earnest and 
intelligent workers in the Legfslative As- 
sembly, and who are the mere spoutera and 
vote-hunters. 

There ia unfortunately in British Colum- 
bia a faction, the members of wliich never 
judge tho Government or its supporters 
fairly. They construe very liberally, in- 
deed, the saying that " It is tho busi- 
ness of the Opposition to oppose." " Op- 
pose," in their dictionary, means to de- 
nounce, to misrepresont, to ridicule, to vilify 
and to belie as well as to criticiao. The 
fundamental principle of their political 
creed is ''Tho Government cannot do right." 
It therefore may be expected that the mem- 
bers of this faction will endeavor to con- 
vince the people that all the measures of 
tho Government aro bad, and all their 
administrative acts are pernicious in their 
nature and done with improper motives. 
Tho diatribes of these persona, both in tho 
House and out of it will, no doubt, bo taken 
for what they are worth. The country 
is in these days, we are pleased to see, mucli 
more inclined to judge members of tho 
Legislature and other public men by their 
acts than by what their opponents say of 
them. This is a change in tho tight direc- 
tion. 

This is what we bespeak f^r the present 
Government and for their supporters in the 

Legislature. Lot them be judged by their 
works, properly understood and fully 
known, and not by iniarepreaentationg of 
envious and too often untruthful opponents. 
They are oil, we are fully convinced, 
most desiriouB to do what is best for tlio 
welfare of the people, and they take what 
in their judgment are tho best moans of ac- 
complishing that end. Their object is also 
to do what is fair by tho inhabitants of oil 
aootiona of the Provinoo, and wo believe that 
they will do this to tho satisfaction of the 
great majority of the fitir-minded and in- 
telligent electors of tho Province. 

BEING DEAD YET 8PEAKETB. 

The Eastern newspapers contain eulo- 
gistic notices of tho lato Alon/o Wright, 
king of tho Gatincnu. It ia evident that 
Mr. Wright waa very highly esteemed and 
liked by men of all porties and all creeds. 
And no man better deserved to be well 
apokcnof, Hb WBS R large-minded, large. 



aoulod and large-hearted man. His nature 
was kindly and his sympathies wore wide. 
Almost the only thing he hated was dissen* 
sion, and he was never so happy as when he 
had succeeded in reconciling friends who 
had become estranged and in restoring good 
feeling and good humor when debate in 
Parliament threatened to become aorimnui- 
oua, Still, he was no goody-goody morol- 
iat, neither was he 'a milk-and-water sen- 
timentaliat. He had opinions of his 
own, and when, as ho considored, tho 
occasion retjuired, ho expreaaed them freely 
and forcibly, but never olleusivoly. Any- 
thing like intolerance would naturally bo 
repugnant to such a man. He was o vigor- 
ous upholder of freedom, civil and religious, 
and he saw clearly that the only chance 
that tho Dominion has of working out its 
destiny peaceably and succeaafuUy is for its 
inhabitants, of all races ond all creeds, to 
live together and work together harmoni- 
ously. The last speech which ho made in 
Parliament was in opposition to Mr. Mc- 
Carthy's motion for the abolition of the 
French language in tho Northwest, Ilia 
speech was a noblo plea for toleration and 
mutual forbearance, ft contained tho fol- 
lowing passiigo. Wo give it as it is quoted 
by the Ottawa Citizen : 

".Sir, wo havo tho olen)eatj of a great 
country. We havo noble, genurona and 
patriotic feolinga animating the great body 
of our people, and thero ia no need for dis- 
content They are determined 

that our confederation aliall be built up and 

aliall not bo tlcalroyed Wo 

inuat liold our faitli towards each other. 
For one, I cannot consent under any cirouni- 
stances to any step towards tho destruction 
of tho magniScont French language and 
literature. I believe that with me tho great 
body of the people of Canada share that 
sentiment. We havo ono way of building 
up that country, and only one way ; it is 
the grand old English system of justice, tnir 
play and equal riehts ; and, sir, the angels 
of light which will build our country and 
make us a great nation will be ' justice, fair 
play, love, truth and faith in each other.' " 

WELL DONE. 

The City Fire Brigade won fresh laurola 
at the Sohl fire. Every oue who witnessed 
tho way in which the men conducted them- 
selvcB 13 loud in their praiaes. The pluck, 
tho peraovcrence and the intelligence which 
they displayed were very highly spoken of. 
It was, under the oiroumstancea, impossible 
to save the house in which the fire origin- 
ated, and it seemed almost equally impos- 
sible to prevent tho factory with its valu- 
able contents from being burnt to tho 
ground. But tho diiiioulty in saving this 
building seemed to act as a stimulus to the 
firemen. They worked with the utmost 
vigor. The smoke and the h^eat did not 
discourage or deter them in the least. They 
were under skillful direction and they did 
all that men could do to save tho property. 
It ia diflicult to-day to understand how 
they succeeded. How wooden buildings so 
close to the burning pile could bo prevented 
from catching fire, and how a fire onco 
kindled on them could be kept from spread 
ing ia still a mystery to moat people. But 
tho wonder waa accomplished and tho 
men who performed the teat deserve 
the greatest credit for what they have done, 

Those who watched the progress of the 
flames must have been convinced that if a 
floating fire-engine were available, tho work 
of extinguishing the fire would have boen 
much moro easy. Such on engine would 
hove thrown on immense volume of water 
on the burning bouse, and it could easily 
have kept the buildings in the vicinity soak- 
ing wet. An engine of this kind would 
greatly leesen the chances of the loss of 
projierty by fire olong the water front of the 
city, and it is to be hoped that tho tinio is 
not far distant when the city will hove such 
a fire engine. 

STREET REPAIRING AND PA VINO. 

Street repairing has hitherto been done In 
the city In a very slovenly way, and in a 
way calculated to cause the greatest possible 

inconvenience and loss to the citizens. 
Road metal ia dumped ou the streets and 
oUowetl to remain uncovered for a consider- 
able length of time. The sharp stones are 
very unpleasant to travel over, and they 
are most injurious to the feet of the horses. 
In fact, a valuable animal may be ruined for 
life by going only onco over a piece of this 
metalled and unliniahed road. Street 
crossings, too, have been treated in tho 
same way. Tho rough, sharp stones are 
spread loosely over the street and nothing 
more is done. To walk over such a crossing 
is very painful, and ruinous to overshoes. 
To see the way in which street repairing is 
often done, ono would aupposa that tho 
street repairers or their employers had a 
spite against the oltizena, ond wore deter- 
mined to punish them by making tho street 
over which they must walk or ride as rough 
and as dangerous to animals as they oould 
devise. 

Wo do not think that it is at all neces- 
sary to aubjeot the citizens to inconvenience 
or loaa when the streets aro being repaired. 
In tho first place repairing should not be 
commenced until all the material necessary 
to do the work is on hand. If macadamizing 
ia to bo done, either the street should bo 
closed to traffic while the repairs are going 
on or tho work should bo done in short 
Bcotions and each aoctlou should be com- 
pleted before the next is commenced, Aa to 
the crossings, the foreman W inspector 
should not think of compelling the public to 
walk over the sharp stonca. Tho crossing 
should be metalled and gravelled and rolled 
and aanded in ono day. An inapeotor who 
ia worth his salt would be ashamed to louvu 
the stones on a crossing uncovered for a 
single day ; and more than that, he should 
not be allowed to do so by the civic author- 
ities, 

Wo hope, however, that wo shall soon see 
tho last of street patching in Victoria. Tho 
timo'haa come in which tho atreota along 
which the sewera have been laid should be 
paved. We believe that wooden pavement 
is both the oheapeet and the t)eil>8uited to 



the climate and circumstances of the 
city. When the authorities of London 
have been inquiring at what price British 
Columbia fir' can be. had for street paving, 
we think that the time has come for 
British Columbiana to uso their own wood 
for tho purpose of paving their own cities, 
A wooden pavement properly laid lasts 
long, it is clean, it ia noiseless, I j is easy ou 
the feet of horses, heavy loads can be drawn 
over it with comparatively small power, 
and, last though not least, it never gets 
muddy. Victorians ought to give a good 
deal to got clear of tlie plague of mud in 
winter and of duat in summer, and there 
would be neither mud nor dust if tho stroeta 
were paved with wood. 

We believe that if the system of paving 
tho streets were oommenoed it would bo 
found to be cheaper than the patchiug and 
cobbling that has hitherto been tho rule, 
Weare sotisQcdthat if a beginning were onco 
mode the citizens would be so pleased with 
the result that they would not rest satisfied 
until every street in the city and suburbs 
was as smooth and as clean aa a well-laid 
floor. It. may bo objuctud tliat it will lnko 
money to pavo tho streets. So it will. 
But does it not take money, and a great 
deal of it, to give us what must be used for 
streets now 7 We honestly believe that our 
rough, muddy and in every way unsatisfao 
tory roadways cost the citizens more for a 
period of say, twenty years, than would tho 
most cxponaive kind of wood pavement that 
oould bo laid. 

THE INTERCOLOSIAL. 

The Hon. Mr. Hoggart's management of 
tho Intercolonial Railway has extorted 
praise from c;indid opponents. The road 
had for many years been operated at a loss. 
Year after year the working expenses ex- 
ceeded the earnings, and it at last began to 
be thought that it could never be made to 
be even self-sustaining. Whon Mr. Hag- 
gart became Minister of Railways and 
Canals he set about clTocting a reform in the 
management of tho Intercolonial. The 
efleot of tho change soon became apparent. 
The expenditure was greatly diminished 
and the annual deficit became less and less 
until last year the deficit disappeared and 
thero was a aurplua in its place — not a 
very largo one certainly, but still an honest 
surplus. There are opponents of the Gov- 
ernment in New Brunswick and elsewhere 
who are not pleased with the Minister's re- 
forms, ind who go so far as to say that the 
surplus ia not bona fide. This is what the 
St. John Sun has to say to those unpatriotic 
and envious detractors : 

It has been intimated by way of disparag- 
ing tho present munagemont that in tho 
statement of 1S9I! charges havo been trans- 
ferred to capital which ought to be placed 
with current expenditure. The best answer 
to that is an examination of tho capital ac- 
count as printed in the bluo books. It in- 
cludes tho cost of extensions of the lino, of 
new property, and of new stations and sid- 
ings where none existed before. Tho only 
item which could be disputed is tho rolling 
stock, which is presumably additional roll- 
ing stock, and which only cost $IG,S1.3. But 
during the year Tho Sun has noted that a 
large quantity of heavy rails were received 
to replace lighter rails. These^ have evi- 
dently been charged to current account, 
though on private roads the diSerence be- 
tween the value of tho new and old rails 
would have been conaldcrcd capital outlay. 
We know of a great quantity of wire fence 
which was put up where none existed, and 
of several inferior wooden bridges replaced 
by more expensive iron ones. Not all the 
now sidings are mentioned in the capital 
statement. When all these betterments are 
considered it will perhaps bo found that the 
real surplus from last year's management 
ia nearer $100,000 than 817,000, us modestly 
stated in the public aui;o-.:nta.

A IIKIIO'S DEED. 

In l'-«iiuimalt harl)or shortly after S 
o'clock, wliile H..M.S. (inrnut waa lying at 
her usual iiiooringH, one of the men who had 
been told oil'on duty at the end of tho boom 
was blown overboard. The cutter was at 
oncii piped away liy Mr. LoFanu, tho oliiccr 
r.f Ihe day, but ir wun soon seen that not- 
withstanding all apecil possible was being 
used, the hluojackot would drown if some 
other moans of help were not Biicedily pre- 
sented. Realizing this at a glance, Mr. 
Addison, tho iiiidshipiuau of the watch and 
a lad of eighteen, threw otf his boots and 
coat and plunging into tho soa quickly 
reached tho drowning man, whom ho sup- 
ported until tho arrival of tho cutter. Cap- 
tain Hughes-Hallett, of the Garnet, states 
the action of Mr. Addison to have been one 
calling for more than ordinary courage, 
there being half a galo on at the time. The 
young offioer will in all probability receive 
the Royal Humane Society's medal for bis 
bravery. 

TlIK ".SAN' I'KDHO's " .STIiUCCiLK. 
As early as 7 o'clock tho word was passed 
about tho city that farewells to the San 
Pedro wero in order — that the wreck which 
has during many months marked I'rotchie 
ledge so significantly in defiance of the 
efforts of Captain Whilolaw, Captain Laoh- 
lan and tho Morau Brothers, waa fust 
yielding to the violence of tho storm. At 
8 o'clouk tho mainmast was seen to topple 
and go by where tho rail had once been. 
The smokestack and dummy engine fol- 
lowed, and soon the houses hud been swept 
clear off the decka, and the watchers along 
the Dallas road waited in expectation of 
seeing the vessel split amidships and dis 
appear in the seething Straits. When 
darkness came on tho bow and foremast still 
rose triumphant through tho spray, how- 
ever, and there is a very good chance that 
tho hull will still be in view when this 
inorning sun rises. Tho cofTer dam is be- 
lieved to be entirely destroyed and the loss 
thus involved cannot be muoh under 
S-Jo.OOO. The Pedro's friends will this 
morning look for her familiar lines with no 
little curiosity. 

I.V ROYAi, liOAD.S. 

Out in Royal Roads the anchors of tlie 
Duke of Argyle, which arrived from Hono- 
lulu the previous day, held firm, und she 
was in no way damaged by tho blow. It ia 
her good fortune to survive all the gales 
which disturb the Straits of Fuca. In the 
spring of 1883 she chanced to be ono of a 
fleet.of six which sought the Roads for shel- 
ter from a hurrioaDe. Four of the company 
dragged anobor and went ashore ; the Tiber 
and the Duke of Argyle rode out the galo 
without the loss of a rope. The Roads yes- 
terday afforded a haven for u new arrival 
driven in by the storm, tho bark Durham, 
bound from Panama for Tacoma to load 
wheat for U.K , waiting out tho storm in 
the AtgyK:'s company. Tho Warrimoo, on 
her way to Australia, found it desirable to 
ttwait calmer akies end smoother sous in 
L^quimalt harbor, and tho flotilla of coast- 
ers mudo uo effort during the day to move 
about anywhere. 

SCENES IN THE IIAEHOR. 

Tho Beatrice, Annie C. Moore and one or 
two other schooners in port dragged anchor 
during the early morning, all save the 
Beatrice without mishap. She was drifting 
dangerously close to Hospital point, and 
had just grazed when the tugboat Sadie 
went to her assistance and towed her into 
safe water. Tho Premier got out and the 
City of Kingston arrived on time, but the 
latter did not sail until about 11 o'clock, 
several hours later than her sohodule. 
Tho Empress of Japan came up tho Straits 
in tho teeth of tho breeze, and the City of 
Puebla also had all the whistling wind 
music that any one aboard cared for. The 
wharves were practically deserted through 
out the day, anil tiie only fri(|ueutera of the 
boathousea wero those who wore anxious to 
Eoe for themselves that their property waa 
in no danger of blowing away. 

DEPIIEDATIONS ASHORE. 

The Dallas road has suilared considerably 
owing tn tho high water of the storm, con- 
siderable portions having washed away and 
given a muddy color to the Straits for miles 
around. On uppor Fort street there is a 
stable in ruins; Wharf street has a couplo 
of petty wrecks, and tho other parts of the 
city contributed their full share of trees, 
ahinglcs, ot cotora. 

ON THE rlLOT SLOOP. 

The occupants of tho pilot sloop had a 
very rough experience on Tuesday evening, 
as they waited out in the storm for the Em- 
press, then hourly expected. At about ii:30 
o'clock, when about three miles from Baoe 
Rooks and making for a big vessel which 
had come into sight, but turned out to be 
only a collier, the little craft got 'the full 
force of a southwester which split the main- 
sail from end to end and carried away tho 
jib-stay, whioh in fulling broke the arm of 
Captain Evans, tho pilot boat's skipper, 
Tho sloop being thus disabled drifted in 
with tho gale and it was daylight when the 
outer wharf waa reached.

Sir Thomas Mcllwraith, probably the 
most influential of the politicians of Qucens- 
and, was a passenger by the Empress of 
Japan yesterday, accompanied by Lady 
Mcllwraith and his private secretary, H. 
J. Dutton. lb will bo remoinbarod that 
Sir Thomas was to have arrived by tho last 
steamer, bnt remained over in Japan in 
consequence of tho illness of Lady Mc- 
llwraith, who hua now quite recovered. Sir 
Thomas has for very many years been iden- 
tified with tho political ufTairs of Q ueeua- 
land. Ho first became n minister thero in 
lS7 i, and since then he has boon Premier 
on three separate occasions — for iu 
Australia all governments are short- 
lived — last taking that ollico in 
1S'J3. His party ia yet strongly intrenched 
in power, but when Sir Thomas was about 
to sturt on his present trip he resigned tho 
office of Preinier, in order that his colleague 
who was to assume tho responsibility of tho 
position might have the honor also. Hn hua 
for long been ono of tho most prominent 
public men in all Australia, and if the col- 
onies federate in tho near future ho is bound 
to take u leading part iu the all'aira of tho 
new commonwealth. Ho is of Scottish de- 
scent and haa tho force of will oharacteristio 
of his race, combined with splendid phys- 
ical proportions and a commanding presence 
which stamps him as a man of position and 
influence. 

While tho Empress lay in the Royal 
Roads last evening a C01.ONIST representa- 
tive had a pleasant chat with this distin- 
guished visitor, who now comes to Canada 
for the first time. Sir Thomas Mcllwraith 
said it is his intention to proceed from Van- 
couver ovor the Canadian Pacific railway to 
Ottawa, whoro ho will iufortiially discuss 
with the Dominion Government the matter 
of reciprocal trade relations between Canada 
and Australia, and also tho Pac-fic cable, 
It was his expectation when ho loft Brisbane 
that he could participate in the proposed 
conference while in America, for ho intended 
t» spend u couplo of montha in Canada ond 
the United States, but while in Japan ho 
received word that tho conference had been 
"suspended," though it was not until his 
arrival hero that ho learned of the recent 
political complications in Now South 
Wales, and tho fact that there is 
now no hope of any conference until 
next summer. Sir Thomas having heard of 
tho attractions of Banfl and tho other noted 
points of tho mountain journey, would have 
liked to spend some time in seeing thom, 
but the weather not being propitious he 
will probably not make any stay between 
Vancouver and tho ICaat. The opening of 
direct communication has giveu him great 
iutereat iu Canadian uflairs, und ho antici- 
pates with plcusurea hia visit to tho chief 
cities of tho Dominiou. Sir Thomua met 
tho Hon. Mackenzie Bowell in Australia 
recently, and will therefore not be quite a 
stranger at Ottawa. Having made his tour 
in Canada and the States he will proceed to 
London, and will return home via the Suez 
route.

Capt. V. C. Smyth is ivn odioer of the Lin- 
colnshire regiment, and ia on his way home 
to lOugland from Ceylon.

THE " W.iRRIM0O " AWAr, 

The Teasels «f tbe Aoatralian lino and tho 
Empresses again tnet< at Victoria yesterday, 
aa by curious ooinoidence they have on 
nearly every trip inward and outward for 
tiie past few months. On this oooaaion each 
was a day late. The Warimoo left Vancou 
var at five o'clock yesterday morning. She 
experienced tho full force of tho storm on 
the way down, tho sproy sweeping over tho 
deoka and bridge, and the vessel, whose 
usual steadioess in a storm is a matter of 
general comment, rolling in a most uncom- 
tortahle manner. The storm yet raging 
fiercely when tho Warrimoo reuohed here 
about noon, Capt. Perry decided 
not to run any risk of damage in making a 
landing, and accordingly had the vessel 
taken into Eaquimalt harbor and there 
anchored. About 4 o'clock she was brought 
round to her usual berth at the outer wharf, 
where tho mails and cargo were taken on, 
and at 7 o'clock she cleared for Sydney via 
Honolutu and Suva.

UNITY OF THE EMPIRE. 

Sir Charles Tupper .'isys tho Separation of the 
Colonics Would Diminish Krltaln'a 
Prcstliie. 

London, Jan. 17. — Sir Charles Tupper, 
Canadian High Commiaaioner in London, in 
speaking in Wolverhampton this evening, 
emphasized tbe actual necessity existing 
that Great Britain and her Colonies should 
preservo the unity of tho Empire. Separa- 
tion of the Colonics would diminish the 
Empire's greatness, he said, and would 
cause the colonists to suffer in many ways, 
notably by loss of prestige and the pro- 
tection of the British fl.ig. If Great 
Britain's present policy toward Canada liad 
been adopted in tho last century toward the 
American colonies, tbe American Union 
might now be ttie bright star of the Empire.

THE LABOB ACT. 



Suffffestioua for Its Improveiueut 
Mado By the Kepreseutatives of 
Unorganized Labor. 



Tlio Coiifereuco of tlio Committee With 
f tlio Goverumeut and Opiu- 

ions Advanced. 



The oommittea named at the mass meet- 
ing of unorganized labor held some weeka 

ago in trie City Hull, yoaterdny wuitnd 
upon the Government, by uppointmcnt, for 
the purpose of preaentiug their report. Tbo 
deputatioik was reoeived at the offiooa of the 
Department of Agriculture by Hon. Mr. 
Davie, Hon. Mr. Tamer and Hon. Col. 
Baker, Mr. A. B. Gray, deputy-commis- 
sioner of labor, and representatives of ihu 
press also being present. No time was lost 
in proceeding to business, Mr. Winsby ex- 
plaining that after careful investigation of 
the suliject the committee had prepared a 
resolution which in their opinion amply 
■covered the necossitiea of tlie case, and 
which they hoped to see incorporated in the 
act relating to the establishment of a liurcuu 
of Labor and Statistics and Councils uf Cun- 
-oiliation and Arbitration. The views uf 
the oommittea would be found fully set 
forth in their report, which he handed to_ 
Hon. Mr. Davie and whioh that honorable' 
gentleman then proceeded to read aa 
iollonra : 

" Wo tho underalRnod committee, appointed 
by tho mass nieotiMs? or imorgiini/.cd labor liuld 
In the » Ily Hall. Vic-loi ia. U.U., on Hio jili 
Uecombor, IHIIl, to coiit-iclDr thy ' Uiirenii of 
Labor Slalialica luul liulugirial DiHpiiLf.s Coii- 
cllinlion iiiHl ArljiUalion Act, IS'.);),' luaiiucl- 
f\illj- ruc'Oiiiiiicml tu the I'rovinciiil uovcrnnieiil 
aa follows : 

"1. That staiulinB Councils cf Conciliation 
and Arbitration bo aboU'<licd, and that. Oonclli- 
ntnrs and Arbitrators bo appointed by the ptr- 
tiea lu disputo from time to time when disputes 
arise. 

•"2. That when one of tho parties to o dispute, 
whether omijloynia or Kmployos, makes appli- 
cation to refer to tho Coiinoil of Conolliation or 
Arbitration then tho othpr party to tho dis- 
,pulo be com I clle.l to namo ConoUlators or Ar- 
bitrators to coiisidur the dispute, in the ovont 
of aaid party fiiiliiiK to name Conciliators or 
Arbitrators within four days the Government 
bo uinpowercd to appoint tjiom. 

'I'liat tho deoibion of tho Arbitrators bo 
final or coinpiilaory. 

"■|. That tho l^resldent of tho Council of 
Arbitration bo a pel aon of prominent poali ion 
and of known unbiaaod character ; Bay a judKO 
of tho atipreme iJourt ; and that ho bo bolocted 
from tho anpromo Cotirt Judges o£ British 
Columbia, from lime to time, by tho Arbitra- 
tors.

Hon. Col. Baker remarked that the first 
resolution would in reality come under 
clause 9 of tho act. 

Mr. Winsby concurred. 
Hon. Mr. Davie thought the first sugges- 
tion a very good one indeed ; it was, in 
fact, already being considered by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Winsby explained that the intention 
of the oommtttee was simply and solely to 
suggest amendments in the line of making 
the act what it was intended to be — a bene- 
'fioial, measure to all parties. The resolu- 
tions proposed provided a way for dealing 
with unorganized labor as a body; in fact, 
the first principle of the bill made some 
sort of organization a necessity. The 
changes suggested by the committee in 
their report aimed to do away with much 
of the ponderous machinery which made the 
act unworkable, substituting a now method 
of operation better for all concerned, or- 
ganized labor aa woll ad unorganized. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — I am sure the sugges- 
tions made by tho conimittoo are much ap- 
preciated l^y the Government, and will as- 
sist then) in their deliberations upon this 
•important matter. I have to thank you, 
gentlemen, for your auggeationa. 

Mr. Winsby — We think that compulsory 
aibitration of some sort is necessary ; we 
wish to do away with strikes altogether, 
and havo conio to the concluaion that this is 
an important step toward the accompliah- 
■ment of that object. 

Hon. Mr. Davie pointed out that there 
was one difificulty to be anticipated in car- 
rying out any compulsory arbitration cIuubc 
— no one could force an employer to operate 
his works if he decided not to do so; no 
more than a workman could be ooropelled to 
work if he made up his mind not to. He 
•felt bound to agree with Mr. Winaby, how- 
ever, that the adoption of the suggestion 
offered would materially lessen the number 
of strikes and reduce the Ioshcs by them. 

Of course, should tho employer show that 
•he would be losing money by any acliou 
proposed, workmen could not insist upon its 
being taken, remarked onother member of 
the deputation. It would, however, do 
away witli a great deal of jerry-contracting. 

lion. Cnl. liaker — \'mi don't me«n that 
tho award of the board tjf conciliation shall 
■bo final, aa I understand you '.' 

Mr. Winsby — No. If the council of cnn- 
ciliatiou do not agrco upon an arrangoiiicnt 
tho dispute would then go to tho arbitrators. 
Continuing, ho remarked that he did not 
think, should tho suggealions of tho cotn- 
niittto be adopted, there would hn any con- 
llict of organized and unorganized labor in- 
terests. The chungo proposed would bo of 
praetic il benefit to both. 

Hon. Col. ljuker— Tho euggcstions cer- 
tainly seem to simplify matters; they are at 
least worth trying. 

Hon. .Mr, Davio — The Government %vill 
give them very serious and careful consid- 
eration, and tho result of this conforouco 
■will, I am sure, bo of benefit to tho act. 

The Premier then thanked the deputa- 
tion for their attendance, and the latter 
withdrew.

Llliuokalanl's New Army Drawn From 
the Northwest Monnted 
Police. 



How the Brigade baa Been Recrnited 
— Marehlngr Orders 
Awaited. 



Tho Canadian - Auatralitn stoamahip 
Wurrimoo, on her way to Honolulu to-day 
ia bearing to tho Hawaiian capital lottera 
which arc deemed to ba too important for 
trananussion through tho mails aud which 
h*vo accordingly baen entrusted to tho 
cire of a modest and UDConiniunioativo 
traveller. They are addreasod to Theophilus 
H. Davies and contain autiiniarized informa- 
tion of what has already been done by 
agents of that gentleman in the Dominion 
of Canada, in tho direction of placing at 
Q.icen Llliuokalanl's command a picked 
bodyguard uf as fine soldiers as any monarcli 
could desire. 

For several days past indefinite rumors 
have been afloat that a conipmiy of volun- 
teers waa being secretly organizoti at Van- 
couver for the purpose of aiding 
tho ex - Queen with rifloa and aworda 
to regun her throuo. Then camo 
tho announcement that, although 
men were ready to enlist, tlio achemo had 
been abandoned owing to tho failure of tho 
principals to provide " the sinews of war." 
It waa hinted that but for this, tlio company 
to bo known as the (Jueen'a Own 
Guarila would have been paeaeiiguru by tho 
Warrimoo. As a matter of fad this latter 
Htep has never for a moment been contem- 
[ilali'd ; nor lias tho project by any means 
come to naught. In proof of this, lottera 
were shown to u Colonist reporter yester- 
day, which indicate that it la maturing in a 
manner tjuito aatlafaotory to Royalist hopes. 

Tho duly cominiasionod recruiting ofiicor 
named by .Mr. Davies is a well-known resi- 
dent of Vancouver, who ia at preaont in the 
inaurance buaineaa, and who during tho 
C inadiau Northwest rebellion eaw consider- 
ablo sorvico as one of Boulton'a acouta. 
Thia gentleinan'a instructions from Mr. 
Davies were to enlist 'JOO first-class mm 
to form a Queen's body guard and to bo 
employed as Her Majesty sees fit. Of these 
ISO have been enrolled and are held ready 
to proceed to Hawaii at the word from Mr. 
Davies. Letters oontainiog bis orders were 
looked for in the mall brought to San Fran- 
ciaco by the Australia and as they have not 
come to hand it Is feared that they have 
falles into the hands of the Provisional 
Government. Hence the despatoh of the 
agent on the Warrimoo. 

He ia instrueted to oommunlcate without 
delay tho wiehea of the Queen and her ad- 
visers, the intention being to aend tho little 
army forward by way of Sun Franoiaoo 
in amall detached partiea, thia oourao being 
neccFBary in order to divert suspicion 
and alao in order to avoid tho neutrality 
law *nd obviate tho poaaibility of Britain 
being rendered in any way liable for conse- 
rjuences. Thn party will be iu charge of 
IJaptain McKeand, an ex sergeant of the 
Northwest Mounted Police, and of the full 
complement of two hundred. Transporta- 
tion rates have already been discussed and 
arranged for in Vancouver. 

Making up the Queen's Own Guards, 
which will contrast strongly with the 
soldierly of the Provisional (iovornment — 
composed for the most part of unemployed 
mechanics — are many ex-officers and men of 
the Northwest Monnted Police and also of 
the gist battalion of Winnipeg, all or 
nearly all of whom have seen active aervice. 
One hundred and fifty men are promiecd by 
Msjor F. J. Clarke, of «Vionipeg, brother 
of the ex-attomey-general of Manitoba, who 
has been reoruitins in the prairie province ; 
these are included in the 200 asked for.
